"Theie are altogether too many 


Benedict Arnolds in the United 
States today," declared Lieut. Col. 
Edward damage, former Illinois 
department 
commander 
of 
the 


Amonc.an Legion, 
in addre. si'ig 


the annual Elks Flag Day exer- 
cises at Haymarket square last 
evening. 
"These individuals." he 


added, "are creating racial, reli- 
gious and class hatred designed to 
again place our country 
in the 


same position of unpreparedness 
that existed at the time of the at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor. The same 
forces were at work before that 
time and are equally if not more 
active today. To combat this activ- 
ity, it is necessary that every 
American pledge anew his alleg- 
iance to the flag whose birthday 
we are observing- today, and to ad- 
here to the principles for which it 
stands." 


Referring- to. the proposal to en- 


act universal military training in 
peace time. Col. damage said: 


.Must Be Prepare*! 


"If this nation of ours is to re- 


main at peace with the rest of the 
world, we must bo adequately pre- 
pared at all times. 
There is too 


much opposition to this plan on the 
part of good citizens. 
With more 


than a million casualties already 
recorded and the assurance that 
others are lo be added, it is essen- 
tial that this subject be g-iven the 
most serious consideration of every 
American." 


The speaker in the course of his 


fine address also referred to the 
recent reports of ill treatment ia 
veteran's hospitals. The press of 
the county, ho saH, arc demoting 
their headlines to this subject, and 
that while there have appeared 
cases in some of the hospitals, it 
is not to be understood that such 
conditions 
prevail in every vet- 


erans' hospital. He cited the fine 
record of the veterans' hospital in 
Illinois and said that every fight- 
ing- man in these hospitals is dc- 


serving; of treatment, re.spect and 
courtesies which will make him 
self-sustaining 
and not a public 


charge.
